Bourassa: 


F the election of Robert Bourassa as 

Quebec Liberal leader means any- 
thing, and it is by no means yet certain 
that it does, Rit, BE bes 
romantic nonsense is 
coming to an end in 
Quebec politics. One 
ean only hope. As 
Mr. Bourassa said in 
@ mercifully short ac- 
ceptance speech 
(mercifully short be- 
cause it interfered 
only slightly with the 
Saturday night 
hockey game on tele- 
vision, which no Ques 
bec politician would lightly interrupt), 
the big thing now is to win the next 
election. 

It is easy to say that the Liberals 
under dynamic new leadership — if that 
is what Mr. Bourassa is really going to 
provide — cannot help but win an 
election against Quebec's confused and 
bumbling National Union government. 
But there is an enormous reservoir of 
conservatism in Quebec; some of it 


‘formerly found a home in the Liberal 


party, which despite its name is far from 
wnencrusted with Quebec traditionalism. 
Now there is no home-for the hidebound 
conservative but with the -National 
Union. 

This is of some importance elector- 
ally. Although Quebec, like most other 
areas of modern political jurisdiction, is 
predominantly urban, its electoral dis- 
tricts are still unrepresentatively rural. 

Urban-based as the Liberal party is, 
its rural Wing is nevertheless well 
established and figures prominently in 
the close give and take between the two 
provincial parties. And the rural wing is 
conservative in the Quebec sense of 
being oriented toward home, family and 


church,. and thinking of politics in the 
what - can - my-member-do-for-me-today 
sense. ' 

Conservatism in Quebec “does not 
Mean pro-business orientation, as it often 
does in Anglo-Saxon politics. Progressive 
business in Quebec is solidly with the 
very un-conservative Bourassa because 
he thinks in terms of economic progress. 

The combination of youth and tech- 
nocracy, which the Liberal convention 
evidently considered a necessity for 
Quebec, will not sit well with all voters. 
Tt will be a sharp contest, but the 
National Union is automatically on the 
defensive and it will be up to Mr. 
Bourassa to make the most of his belief 
that Quebec will be better served by the 
application of expertise, especially eco- 
nomic, than by the mouthing of slogans 
about its national destiny. 

The trouble is Mr. Bourassa, while 
the perfect image of the impatient young 
technocrat, hasn't yet shown himself to 
be much of a politician.

No Orator 


But he is, unfgrtunately, a miserable 
speaker. In a province where political 
oratory is highly valued and intently 
heard, Mr. Bourassa is flat, unemotional, 
uninspiring and repetitious. His speeches 
have common sense, but lack political 
sense. 

Had votes been susceptible to being 
swayed by Saturday’s final speeches, Mr. 
Bourassa might ‘not have won so easily. 
Claude Wagner and Pierre Laporte 
orated circles around him. But on the

specific mistakes, while the others did 
and so .possibly destroyed their own 
effectiveness with a few ill-chosen words.

advisedly harped once again on Mr. 
Bourassa being a tool of the financial 
Mr. Bourassa-is too cool to slip into 
that kind of guttér. But it remains to be 
seen whether the Bourassa cool is any 
match for the inflammatory declamation 
of which any experienced National Union 
politician is so capable on the hustings. 


Now for Performance 


It may be gathered from the above 
that the Quebec Liberal convention was 
not a very rousing event. It wasn’t, and 
it is a pity if the television viewers were 
bored. But it doesn’t really matter so 
much. Robert Boura$sa is the leader, all 
Quebec knows it, and all Quebec is 
fascinated by him and wants to see him 
do his stuff. 

His technique, so far at least, has 
been to stress bread and butter issues in 
the most straightforward manner pos- 
sible and to ignore, or even sneer at, 
nationalistic preoccupations. 

It’s-all rather unorthodox, but Mr. 
Bourassa’s election as party leader was 
itself unorthodox and one cannot say that 
it is not a sign of fundamental changes 
in the social attitudes of Quebec. 

Quebec these days does not subject 
itself to easy analysis, and rapid 
judgments about the emergence of Mr. 
Bourassa would be illadvised. But the 
possibilities inherent in his leadership 
are immense and Quebec politics are 
bound to be even more fascinating than 
usual this year.

“Whatever Happened to the GP?” 
was amazed to learn that in this 

ful “city. which has the highest comple- 
ment of doctors anywhere in Canada per 
capita that the writer suffers to. go to 
one of these assembly line clinics. There 
are numerous young GPs with exten- 
sive postgraduate training in many fields 


of medicine practising alone because 


they wish to look after the whole person 
or family as against one particular area. 

I am-~ aquaintéd with a family 
physician whose day starts around 7 
a.m. He may assist at major operations 
or perform iinor Operations, make 
hospital rounds and do any urgent house 
calls arriving home at about 12 p:m. for 
lunch. His office opens at 1. p.m. with a 
variety of problems, .There are times 
when he is called away to the hospital. 
Patients don’t alyays have coronaries, 
babies and road accidents out of office 
hours. The office finishes at about 6:30, 
often later because of couples with 
marital problems and adolescents with 
parental problems. He believes that 
farfily counselling is very important as 
part of being a family doctor. After this 
there are phone calls to make for 
prescriptions for drugs for minor colds 
and sore throats or people who wish to 
have a housecall made. 

He also has s ‘to Write up on 
patients in hospital and rounds to make 
that he didn't do in the morning. Also 
patients who have to be referred to 
specialists (no man knows it all and 
‘every family doctor should hopefully 
know his limitations) “have ‘to have 


letters written about them. The house- 
calls are made and he arrives home 
between 10 and 11 most evenings, has 
dinner and then retires to bed, hoping 
the phone doesn’t ring during the night 
because tomorrow is just another busy 
day. 

You may wonder how I know so much 
about this particular physician. I happen 
to be married to him and waiting 
eargerly for my dinner (it is 10:30 
p.m.).—LOOK UNDER THE YELLOW 
PAGES.

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‘Wave of Future 
Rising Before Us’ 


By ARTHUR C. CLARKE 


(From an address given by the British science 
writer to a UNESCO conference on space communi- 
cation in Paris last month.) 


One of the results of future developments in 


¢ communications technology will be a breakdown 


of the barriers between home and school, home 
and university — for in a sense the whole world 
may become one academy of learning —and 
even between home and place of work. 


During the next décade we will see coming into the 

home a general purpose communications console 
comprising TV screen, camera, microphone, computer 
keyboard and hard-copy readout device. 
. Through this, anyone will be able to be in touch with 
any other person similarly equipped. As a result, for an 
ever-increasing number of people — in fact, virtually 
everyone of the executive level and above — almost ‘all 
travel for business will become unnecessary. 

Recently, a limited number of the executives of the 
Westinghouse Corporation who were provided. with 
primitive forerunners of this device, promptly found that 
their travelling decreased by 20 per cent. 

This, I am convinced, is how we are going to solve 
the traffic problem -- and thus, indirectly, the problem of 
air pollution. More and more, the slogan-of the future will 
be, ‘Don't Commute — Communicate."

It usually takes a genius to see the obvious, and I am 
indebted to. Professor Buckminster Fuller for the 
following ideas, One of the most important consequences 
of today’s space research will be the development of life- 
support, and above all, food regeneration systems ,for 
long-duration voyages and for the establishment of bases 
on the Moon and planets, It is going to cost billions of 
dollars to develop these techniques, but when they are 
perfected they will be available to everyone. 

This means that we will be able to establish self- 
contained communities quite independent of agriculture 
anywhere on this planet that we wish; perhaps one day 


even individual homes may become autonomous — closed _ 


ecological systems producing all their food and other 
basic requirements indefinitely. 

This development, coupled with the communications 
explosion, means a; total change in the structure of 
society. But bécause-of,the inertia of human institutions, 
and the gigantic capital investments involved, it may 
take a century’ or more for the trend to come to its 
inevitable conclusion. That conclusion is the death of the 
city. 

We.all know that our cities are obsolete, and much 
effort is now going irtto patching them up so that they 
work after some fashion, like 30-year-old-automobiles held 
together with string and wire.-But we must recognize 
that in the age that is coming the city except for 
certain limited applications — is no longer necessary. 

The nightmare of. overcrowding and. traffic jams 
which we now endure is going to get worse, perhaps for 
our lifetimes. But beyond that is a vision of a world in 
which man is once again what he should be — a fairly 
rare animal, though in instant communication with all 
other members of his species. 

Marshall McLuhan has coined the evocative phrase 
“the global village’ to describe the coming society, I 
hope ‘‘the global village’ does not really mean a global 
suburb, covering the planet from pole to pole.

Luckily, there will be far more space in the world of 
the future, because the land liberated_at-the-end of the 
agricultural age — now coming’to a close after 10,000 
years — will become available for living purposes. I trust 
that much of it will be allowed to revert to wilderness, 
and that through this new wilderness will wander the 
electronic nomads of the centuries ahead. E 

It is. perfectly obvious that the communications 
revolution will have the most profound influence upon 
that fairly recent invention, the nation-state. I am fond of 
reminding American audiences that their country was 
created only a century ago by two inventions. Before 
those inventions existed ij ; was impossible to have a 
United States of America. ‘Afterwards, it was impossible 
not to have it. 

Those inventions, of course, were the railroad and the 
electric telegraph. Russia, China — in fact all modern 
states — could not possibly exist without them, Whether 
we like it or not — and certainly many people won't like 
it — we are seeing the next step in this process. 

History is repeating itself one turn higher on the 
spiral. What the railroad and the telegraph did to 
continental areas 100 years ago, the jet plane and the

communications satellite will soon be doing to the whole 
world. 

Despite the rise of nationalism and the surprising 
resurgence of minority political and linguistic groups, this 
process may already have gone further than is generally 
imagined. é 

We see, particularly among the young, cults and 
movements which transcend all geographical borders. 
The so-called “jet set’’ is perhaps the most obvious 
example of this trans-national culture, but. that involves 
only a small minority. 

In Europe at least, the Volkswagen and Vespa sets 
are far more numerous and perhaps far more significant. 
The young Germans, Frenchmen, and Italians are 
already linked together by a common communications 
network, and are impatient with the naive and simple- 
thinded nationalism of ‘their parents which has brought so 
mich misery to the ‘world. 

What we are now doing — whether we like it or not 
— indeed whether we wish to or not — is laying the 
foundation of the first global society. Whether the final 


planetary authority will be an analogue of the federal 


Systems now existing in the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. I do 
not know. 


I suspect that without any deliberate planning, such 
organizations as the world metrological and earth 
resources satellite system, and the world communications 
satellite system (of. which INTELSAT is the precursor) 
will eventually transcend their individual components. At 
their great surprise, that they are ,really running the 
world. 

There are many who will regard these possibilities 
with alarm or distaste, and may even attempt to-prevent 
their fulfilment. I would remind them of .the story of the 
wise king, Canute, who had his throne set upon. the 
seashore so. he cOuld demonstrate to his foolish courtiers 
that even the king could not command the incoming tide. 

The wave of the future is now rising before us. 
Wisdom lies in recognizing the inevitable — and co- 
operating with it, In the world that is coming, the Great 
Powers are not great enough. 

Finally, let us look at our whole world — as we have 
already done through the eyes of our modon-bound 
eameras. I have made it obvious that it will be 
essentially one world — though I am not foolish or 
optimistic enough to imagine that it will be free from 
violence and even war. But more and more it will be 
recognized that all terrestrial violence is the concern of 
the police — and of no one else. 

And there is another factor which will accelerate the 
unification of the world, Within another lifetime, this will 
not be the only world, and that fact will have profound 
psychological impact upon all humanity, 

We have seen in this annus mirabilis of 1969 the 
imprint of man’s first footstep on the! Moon. Before the 
end of this century, we will experience the only other 
event of comparable significance in the foreseeable 
future: & 

Before I tell you what it is, ask yourselves what you 
would have thought of the moon landing, 30 years ago. 
Well, before another thirty have passed, we will see its 
inevitable successor — the birth of the first human child 
on another. world, and the beginning of the real 
colonization of space. When there are men who do not 
look on Earth as home, then the men of Earth will find 
themselves drawing closer together.

(Highly 
recommended is ‘““Two-F actor 
Theory: The Economics of 
Reality”. with Patricia Hetter, 
Vintage .Paperback, $1.65). 

While other economists play 
hinkie-dinkle with government 
deficits, interest rates, @fibsi- 
dies and welfare programs, 
Kelso has come up with some 
new ideas. — 

He points out that all credit 
is made available to us on the 
strength of our jobs, but that 
human labor accounts for the 
smaller and diminishing pro- 
portion of the effort that goes 
into creating wealth. It's the 
machines that make the 
money» 

Consequently, the govern- 
ment must think up sillier and 
sillier jobs for people to do 
because their income is tied 
to the idea that you must 
have a job in order to get 
money, or, failing that you 
must be on welfare. 

In either case, the money. 
always comes in such a way 
that it must be spent on 
consumer items, on nonpro- 
ductive machines like ‘the 
Polluter 500. The result is 
constant inflation which is 
always threatening to get out 
of hand, but which we dare 
not stop for fear of-a huge 
collapse. 

None of that need to be, 
Kelso argues, if«people’s  in- 
come were tied to the profits 
created by wealth-producing 
machines: In other words, if 
we were all capitalists, we'd 


getting 


incomes which 
would not be inflationary 
since they would not. come 
from printing money but from 
the real profits manufac- 
tured by the machines 
which we own shares of. 

Kelso points out that 95 per 
cent of the money big cor- 
porations use to pay - for 
buying new machines come, 
not from borrowing or selling 
new shares of stock; but from 
holding back profits. OQrdi- 
narily this would be an 
outrage to their stockholders 
but the tax laws are such they 
don't mind if they get low 
dividends. Mostly they're very 
rich and have other ways of 
their money from 
their stocks when-they—want 
it. 


Kelso proposes certain 
changes in the tax laws. that 
would compel big corporations 
to pay out all their profits to 
their. stock holders. Thus 
when they wanted to buy new 
equipment or build a new 
factory they would have to 
borrow, and it's in this 
borrowing that Kelso hopes to 
make capitalists of us all.

Issue New Stock 


Instead of going to a bank 
or an insurance company to 
get the money, under the 
Kelso system corporations 
would issue new stock which 
would be purchased by their 
employees and others, 


Where would people get the 
money to buy the stock? 
From the banks and insurance 
companies who'd continue to 
make their standard profit, 
but how they wouldn't be 
lending money .on dubious 
collateral like the Polluter 500 
but on blue chip, absolutely 
sound stocks. 


Assuming that the new 
capitalist decided to pay for 
$20,000 worth of stock by 
applying all dividends to his 
bank loan, he would, within 
five to seven years, have a 
“portfolio of diversified top 
grade securities, capable on 
the average of yielding an 
income. of ,about $80 per week 
or about $4,000 per year under 
current conditions.’ 

Under this system the new 
capitalist would still have 


money to buy his Polluter 500 
if he were so inclined, but he 
would have more than that, 


He would have a lessening 
dependence on, his job and 
with ‘that would come a 
lessening of the _ present 
irresistible political pressure 
to pay people wages out of all 
proportion ‘to the productivity 
of their work, with the 
irrational and inflationary re- 
Sults entailed. 


He would own a piece of the 
country in the same sense 
that the Rockefellers, the 
Kennedys and the Harrimans 
now -hog great chunks of 
America. He'd no longer be a 
no-account, a propertyless job 
serf; he'd have equity; he'd 
be a capitalist, too. 


Nomads at Home 


Such a program -would be 
important for everybody, 
since most of us are broke 
and in debt, nomads in our 
own. country. 

Kelso isn't going to solve all 
our problems. His” proposals 
den't seem to have much to 
offer to help us resolve the 
contradiction between undisci- 
plined, wild consumerism and 
universal, ecological death; 
undoubtedly, too, carrying 
them out will create new 
problems, but we desperately 
need new problems. 


What makes his ideas ‘ap- 
pealing is that they’ll liberate 
us ‘from our old problems, 
which are now exhausted as 
sources of creativity. Kelso's 
proposals do promise to free 
us from our morbid depen- 
dency ‘on economic health 
through armament manu- 
facture; they promise a way 
out of the welfare mess, out 


‘of foed-stamp plans and ship 


subsidies, out. of perpetual 
inflation, and they suggest a 
means’ of doing these things’ 
that isn't too disruptive. 

If Kelso ‘would end our 
indefensively unjust distribu- 
tion of wealth whereby five 
per cent of the population own 
the rest of us, he would do it 
without confiscation, without 
taking from the rich, or even 
diluting the value of what 
they own, without burdening 
us with a new, socialist, 
administrative apparatus, 

But if not Kelso, then 
something else, because a 
free people must own the 
nation they live in.

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Indonesia Edges Back From Brink of Di

DIAKARTA (WP) There 
is probably no better place 
than. Indonesia to observe a 
fundamental change that, in 
different ways and to varying 
degrees, has overtaken nearly 
all the countries of Asia. 

For here, as elsewhere in 
the Far East, the ideological 
stereotypes that once 
promised to fulfill dreams of 
grandeur have lost their -al- 
lure, and new leaders are 
aware that slow, pragmatic 
methods offer the only hope 
for development. 

This change is. most ap- 
parent im the contrasting 
styles of former president 
Sukarno, who was ‘ousted in 
1967 following an* abortive 
Communist coup d'etat, and 
the present government 
headed by General Suharto. 

In his two decades as the 
“mouthpiece: Of the Indonésian 
people,"”’.as he called himself, 
Sukarno ruled by oratory, 


spouting catchy phrases and |= 


mystical acronyms. 
® 


But while his magic rhetoric 
served to unify this sprawling 
archipelago into a nation, 
Sukarno gradually outlived his 
usefulness as his speeches 
ceased to be relevant to the 
increasing pressures from a 
younger generation demand- 
ing progress. 

Thus Sukarno, like Mao Tse- 
tung and other charismatic 
contemporaries, failed to ap- 
preciate that a new revolution 
of rising expectations had | 
replaced the old dynamic of | 
political revolution. | 

And it is likely that this 
revolution of expectations 
would have toppled him even | 
if he had not been swept.away 
in the bloody aftermath of the 
Communist attempt to seize 
power, In any event, he has 
been succeeded by yen who 
are his very antithesis. 


Gen. Suharto, the current 
president, is less a supreme 
chief of state than primus | 
inter pares in a_ college of 
faceless army officers. | 

His civilian advisers are 
technicians more skilled at | 
citing statistics than quoting 
slogans. 

In the wake of Sukarno's 
incredible mismanagement, 
which -turned_ this. potentially 
rich land into a shambles, 
Suharto and his government 
face. endrmous economic, so- | 
cial and political challenges.

120,000 suspected Communists 
still Janguishing—in—jails—are 
virtual refugees whose bitter- 
ness and animosity towards 
the government could — de- 
generate into violence in the 
future. 


Unlike Sukarno, who refused 
to admit that anything was 
wrong, Suharto does not con- 
ceal Indonesia’s problems. 
More important, his govern- 
ment is making rational ef- 


. forts to resolve them. 


Within the past two years, 
for example, the wild spiral of 
inflation has been brought 
under control by balancing the 
budget and..such other 
measures as offering high 
interest rates on bank de- 
posits in order to encourage 
savings. 

Using the army as a labor 
force, the government has 
also improved roads, railways 
and other communications, 


-and it is now starting a . 


national economic plan 
scheduled to raise agricultural 
and industrial ‘output by 50 
per cent in the next five 
years.

“There is nothing dealing with 
problems that exist in B.C. for 
students here to study. We have 
reached a stage where our stu- 
dents are tuned into the prob- 
lems but the teachers aren’t— 
beeause they are forced to use 
material in the classroom that 
is not relevant.” 


Mr. Church said he expects 
the joint project to last four or 
five years. The idea is to get 
teachers and others in related 
fields itivolved in developing 
new approaches. 

Ideally, the result would be 
“courses of study that deal with 
the problems of today, as they 
exist locally.”

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It’s too bad that Rocky Marciano wasn’t around 7“) 
for his last fight. He won it. : , 


He retained the tel vywelght boxing champion- 
ship of the world by knocking -out Muhammad Ali, 
better known as Cassius Clay, in the 13th round, by 
computer, on Tuesday night. 


This was an unprecedented 
battle for the mythical 
championship of all time 
between two past champions 
who were unbeaten in thier 
professional careers. 

' They fought according to 
data fed into a computer, the 
same computer which arrived 
at the final knockout. And the 
fight was shown in over 1,000 
theatres and arenas across 
the United States and Canada. 

It had come. about because 
of an earlier computerized 
elimination. fight series in 
which Clay had been beaten 
by Jim -Jeffries. He threat- 
ened to sue producer Murray 
Woroner and only dropped the 
suit when this championship 
‘was proposed: Clay took a 
percentage, Marciano a cash 
settlement, but Marciano 


never knew how it would end. 


Clay undefeated in 29 bouts 
didn’t exactly predict victory, 
but he did sneer that to 
beat him, Marciano would 
have to catch him, and he 
doubted if that would happen. 


That won't be easy,'’ he 
commented. 
Marciano, his exemplary 


and self-disciplined self, said 
he was glad to have the all- 
time championship decided 
this way — by computer, with 
the human element missing — 
and confided that he thought if 
he could corner Clay, he. could 
knock him out, which he did: 

And then the fight. 

For the first few rounds it 
was all Clay, with his tre 
mendous speed of foot, and 
hands, who held the upper 
hand.

It also had*been said that 
Marciano was a bleeder and 
would be cut badly by Clay's 
superior boxing. All this had 
happened, and by round 10 
Marciano was: a bloody mess, 
with both eyes cut and his 
nose like a blob of blood-red 


kleenex. 


He had been knocked down 
in the eighth and that had 
only happened twice in actual 
history. 

Then it happened. 

Marciano, whose most 
priceless asset during -his 
career was his ability to hit, 
caught up with Clay and 
knocked ‘him spinning to the 
canvas. ia ae 

For this computerized blow, 
and his margin of superiority 
in the round, Marciano picked 
up two of the five points he 
was down earlier. He scored 
10 points to Clay's eight. 


Marciano now was the 
champion, and -the crowd 
roared as only a erowd of 110 
in thé spacious Odeon Theatre 
could roar. Because their man 
had won, 

During the actual filming 
each fighter was knocked 
down once. Marciano put Clay 
down with a right hand to the 
body, and Clay had decked 
Marciano, to one knee, with 
an overhand right. 

Actually, seven final ver- 
sions had been arranged for 
the fight. But only one «was on 
film. That was the decision 
the -computer-had made after

Clay was down again and 
the Brockton blockbuster was 
flailing away almost at will 
against his bigger rival. 

It now was only a matter of 
time. 

And that time. came for 
Clay, suddenly, early in the 
13th, he succumbed to a solid 
left hook. He.was counted out 
at the 57-second mark. It was 
as if history was -repeating 
itself. For Marciano had 
knocked out 43 of his foes in . 
49 winning bouts during his 
pro career. And Clay was to 
be the last.

I 
remember how we piled what 
baggage we could on bicycles 
and. pushed them through the 
city. 

“‘My mother was very brave 
and walked steadily along in a 
straight line, but I was terri- 
fied. The shells. were flying 
overhead and armored ve- 
hicles and other transports 
were racing through the 
streets,” 

Mrs. Benson is called My- 
lou, a nickname-given-her by 
her Jate mother. 

“Marie-Louise was so long 
that by the time my mother 
finished saying it I was gone, 
so she shortened it to Mylou.” 

The Bensons and- two of 
their children live on a ranch- 
Style house on the outskirts of 
Kingston. Mrs. Benson's 
Dutch background is reflected 
in the rug tapestries that 
cover tables and serve as wall 
hangings and in her love of 


flowers and plants that 
brighten her home—indoors 
and out. 


The two oldest Benson chil- 
dren, Robert, 23, and Paul, 19, 
were married in 1968. Robert 
now has a daugher, Shelley.

Still at home are Peter, 16, 
and Nancy, 9. 

Mrs. Benson has been ac- 
tive in auxiliary work in 
Kingston, with the choir guild 
of St. George’s Anglican Ca- 
thedral, and with a Jesuit 
high school that the older sons 
attended. 

She says her husband is 
home. from Ottawa most 
weekends and she tries to go 
with him if he plans a trip 
that will keep him away for a 
long time.

Mrs. Baker returned to 
Victoria at Christmas, 1969, 
with a clear conviction that 
Canadian -University Service 
Overseas needs many more 
highly skilled, experienced 
volunteers to work in Africa. 

Mrs.* Baker is co-ordinator 
of women’s activities at the 
University ‘of Victoria. 

CUSO is.a private organiza- 


tion which offers aid in the 
form of manpower, Host 
countries. decide .which jobs 
must be filled, which skills 
are needed, and how much a 
CUSO volunteer will be paid. 

In 1968 Mrs. Baker was 
asked by the national board to 
be regional representative for 
East and Central Africa CUSO 
workers.

Are Too Strict 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
Among the handful of Quebec 
schools experimenting with 
new. methods of primary 
teaching is the Montreal. Free 
School, located in a narrow 
stone house on a side street.of 
downtown Montreal 

The 23 children who fill its 
halls with a high level of noise 
and a clutter of lunch buckets, 
jigsaw puzzle pieces and 
stray library books, range in 
age from four to 12, and are 
largely sons and daughters of 
university teachers. 

They are there because 
their parents were unhappy 
with what they saw as the too- 
strictly-regimented and unin- 
spired teaching of the public 
school system 

Vicky Palmer, 32, is a 
teacher at the school and the 
mother of three students. She 
said in an interview that she 
and her husband, a music 
teacher at McGill, found the 
public schools were destruc- 
tive and made their children 
“hate learning.” 


“Most of the parents here 
didn’t like the regimentation 
children get at a regular 
school and wanted something 
freer and more humane, 
where children could develop 
at their own rate." 

She said most parents were 
also . dissatisfied: with the

BEST POSSIBLE MAN 
NEEDED BY CHURCH’ 


The choice of a bishop should be 
an exercise in selecting’ the best 
possible man for the position, ‘says 
Rev. H. Gordon Walker, rector of St. 
David's. Anglican Church, Cordova 
Bay. 

“It should be a_ choice, not a 
contest, and such a choice demands 
full information,”’ 

Walker spoke in reference to ihe 
election of a new Bishop. of the 
Vancouver Island diocese of British 
Columbia, to beheld in Christ 
Church Cathedral Friday, Feb: 6. 

“At the last election,” he said, 
“knowledge about the less prominent 
candidates was sadly ‘lacking. ‘One 
lay delegate admitted to voting for 
the candidate with the~ shortest. 
name. 2 
“Another vote’ was cast for the 
youngest candidate, for no reason 
other than his youth,” 


Walker said the Anglican Church 
canon (law) governing the election 
of a bishop makes it mandatory for 
“all available information” to be 
submitted with nominations. 

“Every person nominated has a 
right—perhaps even a duty—to in- 
form the voting delegates of his 
qualifications and his plans if elected. 


“The presently accepted system 
places.a premium -on local candida- 
ture, since out-of-town candidates 
are denied the word-of-mouth pub- 
licity available to those on the spot.” 

“And any other form of commu- 
nication, whether electronic or 
printed, is considered improper.” 


The minister:said he is willing to 
help any or all candidates to place 
their qualifications before the dele- 
gates. ; 

The executive commmittee of the 
Anglican Synod of Vancouver Island 
will meet in Christ Church Cathedral 
Thursday to consider nominations. 

The vacancy. has been created by 
the sudden death last December of 
Bishop John Ogle Anderson, 57, only 
a few months after he took office.

the disease is rarely asso- 
ciated with anything like a 
brain tumor.

DJAKARTA (WP) There 
is probably no better place 
than Indonesia to observe a 
fundamental! change. that, in 
different ways and to varying 
degrees, has overtaken nearly 
all the countries of Asia. 


For here, as elsewhere in 
the Far East, the ideo’ >zical 
steteotypes that once 


promised to fulfill dreams of 
grandeur have lost their al- 
lure, and new leaders are 
aware that slow, pragmatic 
methods offer the only’.hope 
for development, 
This change is most ap- 
parent in the contrasting 
styles of former president 
Sukarno, who was ousted in 
1967 following an abortive 
Communist coup d'etat, and 
the present. government 
headed by General Suharto. 

In his two decades as the 
“mouthpiece of the Indonesian 
fiw as he called: himself, 
“Sukarno ruled by oratory, 
spouting catchy phrases and 
mystical acronyms. 


But while his magic rhetoric 
served to unify this sprawling 
‘archipelago into a nation, 
Sukarno gradually outlived his 
usefulness as his speeches 
ceased to be relevant -to the 
increasing pressures from 4 
younger generation demand- 
ing progress. 

Thus Sukarno, like Mao Tse- 
tung and other charismatic 
contemporaries, failed to ap- 
preciate that a new revolution 
of rising expectations had 


replaced the old dynamic of 


political revolution. 

“And it is likely that this 
revolution of expectations 
would ‘have toppled him even 
if he had net been swept away 
in the bloody aftermath: of the 
Communist attempt to. seize 
power. In any event, he has 
been succeeded by men who 
are his very antithesis. 


Gen. Suharto, the 
president, is less a supreme 
chief of state than primus 
inter pares ina college -of 
faceless army officers 

His civilian advisers are 
technicians ‘more: skilled at 
citing statistics “than quoting 
slogans. 

In the, wake of. Sukarno’s 
incredible mismanagement, 
which turned this potentially 
rich land into a shambles, 
Suharto and: his government 
face enormous economic, so- 
cial and political challenges.

HEADACHE PILL 
CAN ‘OVERKILL’ 


Victoria’s hospitals are switching to a new headache pill 
formula deleting a common ingredient which some doctors 
think can kill if taken in extreme quantity. 


The suspect ingredient is phenacetin, a basic’ component 
in almost all headache pills for years. 


It is thought to be capable of causing irreversible kidney 
damage if taken in large doses over long periods of time. 


30th Royal Jubilee and St. Joseph's hospitals are phasing 
out all pills containing phenacetin as new supplies become 
available 


But doctors here are concerned: about the sale of the 
phenacetin-bearing pills over the counter to the public and 
want them banned by the federal government. 


Dr. William Mahon, clinical pharmacologist at Toronto 
General Hospital, today joined the campign urging Ottawa 
to take phenacetin off the market as an “over-the-counter” 
medication. ‘ 


The length of hospital stays are too short to pose any 
substantial problem with the pills but many patients continue 
to take them after discharge; Jubilee administrator Br. A. C. 
Pickles said Tuesday. 

Up to 100 pills a week have been taken by some persons 
at home, added Victoria Medical Society president Dr. J. F.

He said the evidence of kidney damage from phenacetin 
is “circumstantial” , but persuasive enough that the society 
believes it should be declared a restricted drug so it cannot 
be sold without prescription, even when only a component of 
a headache pill ‘ 

The B.C. Medical Association's pharmacy committee has 
.been successful in persuading hospitals in the- province .to 
start restocking their shelves with phenacetin-free headache 
pills ordered from manufacturers. 

But so far the federal food and drug directorate has not 
declared the ingredient a restricted drug. 

The first ship to B.C. of the new headache pills 
arrived at Vancouver General Hospital Monday, It. will begin 
appearing in Victoria hospitals in a few days and likely will 
become available in drug stores this summer. 

In the meantime, Dr. Higgins said the public should he 
warned of possible harm from over-indulgence in headache 
pills now available.
